He was industriously advertisod by
as shrew n manager as ever handled a fighter
and tho immoense amount of money that was
pinced upon him was mora & tribute to Billy

THEY FOUGHT HARD,

Flteslmmons nnd Muaher Euch
Win the Itlg Parse.

Rixcaing, Owympeie Cuen Rooms, New
Onreans, Lo, March 2.—While the throng
walted for the proliminery bouts 1o begin
they discussed the merita of the two men and
thelr many qualities, No open wagers were
allowed. Ouiside of the club a crowd
swaited the arrival of the fighters, Mahor
was Lthe first to show up.  He had been con-
cealed all day in a Canal street hotel, deny-
ing himself o ull catlers oxoept his mansger
and immediate friends. He did some light
wurk during tho ovenling and at 7 o'clock got
In o cab with Warren Lowls, Billv Madden,
Gas Tuthill, Jack I"allon and 1. Kelly and
drove to the club,

Few kuow that the tall and handsome
young fellow that walked with Madden was
the redoutable Irish Isd. Mabur wore a
heavy overcoat, and bis face was rosy and
henvy,

The usunl parley In the center of the ring
toole 16 ond of tho groatest pugilistio partics
ever scen, ana the wood fellowship that
marked the opening ohat eliclted very favor-
able comment. Both men wore strippod to
the walst, Fitzsimmons wore 8 scarlob
brooch oloth with black stoes and blavk
stockings, OMgial welgbts announced wora:
Fitestnunons, 105; Mahor, 175, Time was
called at U:10 and tho men met In the center
of the ring.

Bogan Fighting at Onece,

Fltesimmons opened the ball by feluting,
Maher made two left leads for the fuce and
Fite couuterad on the oye, He mado suother
lead and missed.

Round 5« The men met in the center of the
riog, sparred for & few momenis, and Fitz
lnuded a hoavy laft, but recelved the same
momout lator. Maher landed a right-bhandeq
heart punch ann Ptz limmedintely ducked
away, both exchanga! lefts on the face, but
Fitz put two henvy lofts on Mahor's bloody
mouth n momnent later. Hoth landed beavy
lefts nnd Maher stageored his man with n
left on tho jaw,  Maher tried the left for the

IHouna 6, —Mahor teied with the left and
itz ran nway.

Round 7.—Both men stapped to tha center
briskly and Fitz landed a left stomacn blow,
Both exchangod lefts ou hend, and Mater
flung his right lightly in his opponeit's ribs,
Fitz ducked, pulled himself out of a tight
cornetinto which the Irishmar had pluaced
Lim, The Intter, however, reachod a heavy
pivot blow which was not barrod in the
Bereomont. 1t was a heavy blow on the neck
and drew forth objections from Maher's
cornar, The Irishman landed a heavy right
on Fite's right jaw, got into a close corner
and got two heavy lefts in mouth, 1Mitz now
landed & lo”t on Maher's jaw.

Fltz's Flght Now,

nearly knooked him down with a left on tho
nose,  Mahoer now ducked eleveriv and
avolded a wicked left aimed for the nose,
Both landed heavy lefts on the nose and
Muhor seemed wenk as Lo went to his corner,

Round 9.--Mualisr appenred rathor weak,
still trving hisright. lle landod & moment
Inter, but rocoived the iaft heavy on the nose,
itz ducked neatly ont of a cornor, but re-
colved a right uppercut on the ribs which
mado him grant. Maher's loft lends for tho
haad fell short, and he wasted a groat deal of
his streugth by missing freguent blows,
IMitz landed two lefts on the nose, was per
feotly cool und avoided sevaral hoavy swings,
Tho Australian Iaughed and chatted with
his opponent in this round and really lonked
lke & winnor. He now landed a rlgilt Jub on
the nosc as time was ealled.

Maher Couldn't Win,

1ound 10, —Maher's left missed again and
80 did his right for the ribs; ne got u lest on
the nose from 1ite's forencm, but landed a
heavy right on Flte’s jaw. It was anybods's
fight now from appoarances, though Fitz
Ianded n loft ou the sore mouth. Manor
aimed o heuvy right for the bodv, but struck
the poiut of Fitz’s elbow and the latter sont
in & heavy oue on the sore mouth and
dlinched. A wall-mean right slipped off
[itz's Jaw nnd Maher missed a right ana left
swing for the head. Maher was bleedine os
time was called.  Hoonors were stii! easy, and
barring 8 knock-vut blow, 1t looked like
Fitz's battle.

Round 11. -1tz landed a llght left and
avoided Mahor's right In  reiurn. Both
Inndea light lefts add F'itz avoldod two right
swings intended for the stomach, it hit
Mabea o hoavy right in the jaw, put avoided
a return blow. Both men were cautious.
Mtz felnted to draw Malier on, the latter
trying o right on the body. 1t mov only
Fitz's olbow. Fitz landed w'loft oo the sore
mouth, but got u atinging right. Ptz stng-
gered his opponent wilth a heavy left and
nbbed the sume band undor the sore mouth
ns Lume was called. This was Flii2's round.

Maher Gave il Up.

Round 12, - Flite's stock went up as the
fight proerassed and whan bis laft shot into
Maher's sore mouth usywin, the bloud re-
spondod freely, The Australian was taking
bis time now, seemingly feullug securo,
Muher's head went baick vwios with twa
heavy lefts, and the Auetralinn slipped
away to avoid punlshment. Tae Irishman
stngecred In rosponse to two hoavy blows
and thon plaved grogey to draw Fitz. The
latter would have none of him, howover,
until he led with tha left, and ngalu pit tho
sore mouth, aud Fita's stock rose abave puar,
Maher stageerea as ha weat 1o his corner,
and grve up the battle.

Filz made o faie fight and offerad a flask to
his beaten opponent. Fitz took a hearty pull
himself of the rod stuff apd then congratu-
lated Maher on his gumoe Hght,

Toe chesrving for 'tz was deafening, and
the same merviful mwethods that mwarked uis
fight with Dempsey were oTared again to
thelrish cnmmpion, The decorum wus some
thing wonderful and stumps agaln the Olym
ple's great pame for fairness aud munagerial
abilivy, i

city for a purse of 10,000, of which Lhe loser
gots §1,000,

The Olymple bad an arena which seated
nearly 5,000 people, By the addition of gul-
lories, the utilization of corners and economy
ol spuve in every possible way the cspecity
was Incroased to G000, aod it was fully
tested tonight,

It was a magnificent gathering, There
were preseut sportsmen from Englund, ire-
lan@ snd  from every corner of the United
States, Chicago wnd New Yofk between them
sending fully 5,000 delegates, New Orleaus
suppiiea s leading Jights, aud that pro.
fesslonal men aud the sports were there goos
without saying. Up to this morning the
carnival festivitios stiractod a gront deal of
nttention, Today, bowever, has been en
tirely devoted to tho prize ighters, There
have beon crowds around the St, Charles and
the pool rooms, Betting lhas been fros,
Every rumor bas boen passed aboul with
Hgotuing ke rapidity.

Fite Followed by an Ariny,

Every pugilist has had a following; prom
Inent wen liko Slavin aud Mitchell pud a
crowd &y their boels, The climax came
when Fitz showed up this morning.  Ho had
an urmy behlnd him. His fine conaition was
apparent to all who saw bhlm.  He osme over
on the enrly train, sccompunied by Choyunski,
Grogusins and Itobortson ana was in glorious
apirits, He laughed, joked and ohatted, but
refrained frow ouy mentlon of the fight,
saveral m-nrlu attempled to tell bim about
Mahier, dut be refused 1o liaten, saying thut
he waula see for Limsell when he got iulo
the ring.

SENTIMENT TOWARD A WESTERN MAN

senntor 1 to Go South-National Lumber-

Wasminerox, D. C., March 2 —Representa-
tive Bryan of Neoraska, ono of the leading
wostorn members of tho ways and moans
committes, thinks the wost will be unwilling
to nocept cither Hill or Clavealand ns n presi-
dential candidate,

“Mr, Cloveland is perbaps the most popu-
lar man in the United States,” said he today,
“chat is, he bhas the largest number of por-
sonsl followors, Somo love him bocsase of
his position on the tariff only; some bociuse
of his opposition to silver, aud some—proba-
bly the most--because ho is honast and has
alwaya had the courage of his convictions,
People admire Mr, Clavelund, even chpueh
thoy don't ngroo with him, A year ago the
nomination of Mr. Claveinnd ssomod cor-
Lo, but tha Aeht in New York and the re-
sult of the convention thers showed
that he wouald, without doubt, luse
New York, ana his position on the silver
question makes his cain in the west inpossi-
ble. It scams, therefcre, that under the elr
cumstances his nomination would be unwise,
My, Hill is' n moan of superior ability and has
shown great sikill as an organizer. Ho has
complate control of the party machinery in
his own state, and has hesides muny Wwarm
friends aud ardent admirers scattersd over
the entire country. But the contest botwoeen
hia [rieuds and thoss of Mr. Cleveland bhas
been so spirited nod so much bad blood hos
been stirred up that he is by no moeans suro
of carrying Naw York Besidos the possi-
bitity of dofeat here, he is not strong in the
doubtful states which we must earey, so that
on the whols hils chances are nov the bost,

und those ol Mr, Cleveland und his nomina-
tion nlso seems unwisoe,

“The sentimeut in favor of a wostern
man is growing. A number of
names have been montionod, but
I am of the opinion  thut  Gover-

por Boles 1s the most ayiilnble eandidate vot
mentioned, Hewas twice clocted governor
of Inwa and could curry the state again. He
is bonest, able, clean and fearless, He has
mude a mosyu excellent governor, He isa
pronounced tarilf voformer aud ha proseats
his views with remurkable force and eloar-
ness, Hels thoroughly demoeratic in sen-
timont and so  perfecily in aecord with his
party that it would not bo necessary to apol-
ogize for hum or to arrauge o platform
speclally for him.  And yot, he ins not been
in position to antagonize any element iu the

party. He was  born in New York and
stato pride might be of some service to
uim there. The ten states Iying woest

of Penpsylvania, north of Kentucky aud
oast of Colorado in 1880 puve a not
republican majority of mare thau 400,000 and
over two-thivds of the mombers of vongress
elected were ropublicans, In 1880 of the
congressmen elected in tuese states, less than
one-hall wera republicans uua more thino half
ol the states had domocratic governors, s
it not worth while to  encourage the western
democracyt Nowhere bove tne members of
the party fought more maunfally or beep
more true to tho prisciples of Jefferson. We
huvoe beca lapoviog for yooars to bolit ofew
doubtful states, when half the effort ox-
pended on them woulid have toe northwaest
peripanently democratie.

Rioting at Disteibution of Bromd,

Vigxsxa, March 2 —The disteibution of froe
tread to the poorat the offlees of tho spoinlist
paper Voiks Presse was attendoed with a
great deal of disorder yesterday.  Eight
thousand lonaves of broad had beeu provided,
but fuily 12,000 men and women assombled
in front of the ofMees with the expectation of
receiving & shure, When It bocamo known
that the supplies had been exhausted manv
of those who had racelved nothing assailed
others moro fortunnte and{foucht with
maniacal fury for the food they covetod,
possessors of whlch fierealy defended their
rights neainst thelr ravenous, onponents, In
the crush wn women wers injurcd.
